TYERMANN, the well-known economist, when he broad- 


cast from London yesterday 


on the German financtal po- 


sition after two years of war fare. 


Mr. Tyermann said that 
when Herr Hitler came into 
power he found that the 
country was in a most dis- 


tressed condition. There were) 


six-million unemployed, no 

stocks of food and few re- 

sources to draw upon. 
SIMPLE PROCESS 


“Herr Hitler made use of his 
four-year plan to make plant and 
material available and to produce 
armaments, aircraft, weapons of 
war and munitions,” said Mr. 
Tyermann, “Very soon three- 
quarters of the order placed with 
factories and workshops were for 
armaments. 

“This scheme was successful in 
employing German plan, and 
materials and unemployment fell 
to 150,000 since most of the work- 
ers went in to war factories or 
into uniform. National income 
rose from 45 milllard marks to 7A 
milliard in 1938. 

“The process was very simple,” 
continued Mr. Tyermann. “Ger- 
man debts were under 12 millard 
marks jn March 1938 and hefote 
the war started they were 34 mil- 
liard marks. The process worked 
like this 


“The Government spent its 
eredit op bringing men and 
materials into employment 
again. The process could, 
however, only go on while 
there was unemployment. The 
difficulty arose when there 
was no unemployment or a 
lack 6f materlals, put before 
looking at this point, it Is 
worthwhile noticing the in- 
Creased production that was 
achieved by these methods he- 
tween 1935 and 1939. 


LIVING STANDARD 


“This increased production, how- 
ever, did not help the German 
standard of living at all. War 
capacity and the standard of iv- 
ing are competitors and what 
Germany did was to put guns 
before butter. That is what we 
mean when we say that the war 
started for the Germans eight 
years ago. 

“And now what about the war 
{tself? continued Mr. Tyermann. 
“Obviously the Germans still have 
an enormous military advantage. 
Production, however, has only 
gone up nine per cent in two 
years, while our production and

Weather conditions during Aug. 
although slightly hotter than 
usual differed little from the aver- 
age. 

Two very wet week-ends, at the 
beginning and towards the end of 
the month respectively, cownter- 
balanced a long sunny period,in 
the middle. The first was asso- 
clated with a typhoon which form- 
ed in the China Sea on Aug. 3, and 
moving northward produced a 
south~easterly gale in the neigh- 
Dourhood of the Colony for a short 
period the following day. The 
second rainy peflod, due to a 
trough of low pressure over the 
northern part of the China Sea, 
caused a welcome fall of tempora- 
ture after the rather trying -con- 
ditions in the middle of the month. 

A maximum temperature of 92.9 
deg. F. was recorded on the 13th; 
and a minimum of 744 on the 3rd. 
The mean temperature for the 
month was 83.0 against a normal 
of 81.7, and temperatures of 90 and 
,over were observed on eleven days. 
Humidity was normal at 83 per 
cent. Cloud percentage was prac- 
tically normal at 68, but the dura- 
tion of bright sunshine, which was 
| 193 hours, was 8 hours below the 
average.
